expecta success fn life. And be it remembered 
that our fellow soldiers on their discharge, 
will find theniselves very much in the same 
position in which they were when they first 
started out in life, excepting that the sanguine 
bepes,and buoyant spirits of early youth are 
not to be recalled.

No 
man.ever yet succeeded in anything worth 
while in life, who followed the Micawber 
theory of “waiting for something to turn up.” | 


We mmat ‘make the circumstances ourselves, 


and not be the mere creatures of them. 

‘There is. no use in making & long treatise 
upon the subject, when the whole matter may 
he simply sammed up in a few words, and the 
argument on the subject is best seen by the 
contrast, which will appear in the respective 
courses of two men, who, going out under the 
same circumstances as pearly as may be, shail 
have—the one a plan which he means to and 
does pursue, and the other no plan or fixed 
course preseribed, bet merely a nonchalant 
readiness to become the foot-ball of whatever 
eircumstances.may arise. 

Now, the former, by bending his whole 
evergies te the attainment of his purpose, and 
by working with an eye single to the attain- 
ment of the object in pursuit ef which he set 
out, will mot only be likely to gain that pur- 
pose—a result which will nerve him for the 
struggle to compass other and more difficult 
ends in fature—but what igof even far greater 
importance, will, while thas working ont his 
own ends, have the satisfaction of knowing 
that be is building up for himself, character 
and repute in the community where he may 
locate bimself, and finally attain a position in 
the esteem and confidence. of his fellow-citi- 
reve, compared with which, money is of little 
avail,and which will enable him to attain 
anything be may wish to accomplish amid the 
people where he is known. Character and 
credit are of far more avail than mere money 
or temporary position, and mo man attains 
them without showiag bimself a steady consis- 
tent and firm parsuer of a coarse that has 
Been first prudently calculated and rigidly 
examined. 

On the other head, be who starts ont in the 
impression that by going semewhere eleo be 
will find something tern up for him, is exceed- 
ingly apt to discover himself at the end of his 
journey quite as badty off as at the beginning. 
“A. day older and a day worse” is apt to be 
the result with him, though he may not admit 


it bie motte.
